DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Walt et al. 
Walt et al (US Patent 6,210,910 B1) discloses an optical fiber biosensor array. 

The biosensor array is incorporated into a fiber optic array. The distal end of each fiber 
strand in a fiber optic bundle or fiber optic array is chemically etched so as to create a 
cavity or microwell. Each microwell contains living cells (col. 6, lines 21-41). The optical 
fibers have core diameters ranging from 1 .6 to 100 urn (col. 1 1 , lines 59-63).
